natural gas. 

He aiso inspected the natural gas sys- 
tem of Kansas City; and says that his 
investigation there convinces him that 
St. Louls should not permit any more 
gas mains to be laid in St. Louis and 
that in order to avoid this thé Laclede 
Gas Light Co. should be allowed to be-

Going Now to Cleveland, 

“I shall go to Cleveland next Friday to 
look over the ground there and my re- 
port will be ready for the Council in 
two weeks,” said Sanderson to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter.

I found that this gas 
has three times as many heat units in 
a given volume as the artificial gas used 
here, and that, for illuminating, it is 
glightly superior to the Laclede Gas 
Light product. 


Piping Will Cost Millions, 
“The only question is how to bring it 


to St. Louis. The piping will cost mil- 
lions of dollars. Of ,one thing [I am 
convinced—St. Louis should not permit 
anybody to lay mains under the streets. 
It would tear up the streets and it 
would take a long time to give full serv- 
ioe, 
“Phey ought to use the mains of the 
Laclede Gas Light Co. No one has told 
me so, but I think the Laclede would 
be tickled to death to make arrange- 
ments to be the distributing company. 
That's what was doné in Kansas City. 

“The artificial gas company turned 
over its plant to the natural gas com- 
pany and the Kansas Pipe Line Co. fur- 
nishes the supply.

It is very good news this letter 
brings .from Dr. Cook. It places 
him on March I7, 1908, on the polar 
ice, north of Cape Hubbard, and 
on his way to the pole. 

If Croker Land is where it is 
supposed to be and turns out to be 
chain of islands, as has been sug- 
gested, then Dr. Cook will have 
‘the advantage of a high northern 
base, and next summer we.may re- 
ceive the news of his successful 
reaching of the pole. 

Dr. Cook’s march from Etah to 
Cape Hubbard, across Ellesmere 
Land and up to Nansen Strait, in 
14 days, was a splendid achieve- 
ment itself, and the brave doctor

believe he has, practically alone and 
unaided, discovered the North Pole. If 
he has not actually made the discovery 
he is believed to be within striking dis- 
tance, and news of his success is 
thought to be only a matter of time. 
No word has been heard from Dr. 
Cook since March 17 last. He was then 
on the polar ice north of Cape Thomas 
Hubbard, about 560 miles from the pole. 
He was the only white man, with sev- 
eral Eskimos and a big equipment of 
dogs, sleds and supplies. When he wrote 
then he was on the eve of making a des- 
perate dash for the pole over the ice. 
Dr. Cook’s wife and two children live 
at 670 Bushwick avenue, Brooklyn. Mrs. 
Cook is not alarmed about her husband 
and is confident he will return safely. 
She has supreme faith in his abfility to 
ove e the countless rigors of the 
life in the arctics. Though there is 
now little chance of hearing from him 
before next summer at the earliest, she 
is facing the situation calmly and with- 
out misgiving. 

Dr. Cooks attempt to reach the pole 
was unpremeditated. A year ago last 
sprim,; he started on a hunting expedi- 
tion with John R. Bradley, a wealthy 
New Yorker, who had hunted game in 
all corners of the world except the polar 
regions. Mr. Bradley bought a 110-ton 
Gloucester fishing schooner with - an 
auxillary gasoline engine, renamed her 
the John R. Bradley, and in this ves- 
sel went north, Dr. Cook being in com- 
mand. 


Makes Dash for Pole. 

The hunting trip ended the latter part 
of August, 1907, and on Aug. 27 the 
schooner started from Annortok, on the 
northwest coast of Greenland, back to 
New York. Almost up to the last it was 
expected Dr. Cook would return with 
the party, but he decided to remain 
and make a one-man try for the pole. 
One of the crew of the schooner—Ru- 
dolph Franke, volunteeerd to stay at 
Annortok and watch the supplies. 
.Fanke has just got back. While at 
Annortok he received the following let- 
ter from Df. Cook by Eskimo messen- 
ger: 

“Mareh 17, The Polar Sea, north of } 
C,. Hubbard. 

“Dear Rudolph: Thus far it has gone 
very well, but the weather has been 
awful cold. We got no musk ox until 
we had crossed Ellesmere Land, but 


bears and about 150 hares. 

“The Esquimaux will probably return 
slowly, for they like this land very 
well. -I de not expect them to reach 
you until about the middie of May. If 
we are lucky we wil] take a short cut 
back and will get to Annortok by the 
end of May. 

“When the natives get back give them 
all one block of tobacco and nothing 
more until I get back, except those 
that go away. Picodlima and Eging- 
wah will go away. Give them.a knife 
and a hatchet each and any other thing 
we can spare which they want. 

“If you get a chance send to Igloodo- 
homing and also to the island off 
North Star, a box of bisquits and a can 
of alcohol. 

Started Straight for Pole. 


“To the present we have seen noth- 
ing of Croker Land and I am taking a 
Straight course for the pole. The boys 
are doing well and I have plenty of 
dogs. I hope to succeed. At any rate 
I will make a desperate attempt. 
While I expect to get back to you by 
the end of May, still I wish you to be 
ready to ge to Acponis, the island off 
North Star, where the whalers’ steam- 
ers come, by the fifth of June, and if I 
am net back go home with the whalers. 
I think, however, we will be back. 

“Gather all the blue fox skins you 
Can. These must be our money on the 
return trip. If you can get @ few 
bear skins take them, also norwhal and 
Walrus tusks, but de not give too much 
for them. 

“The dogs that come back that belong 
to us turn over to Ponicpa to feed and 
work, 

“If Kudnu (the Dane) is. still there, 
urge him to wait for our return, either 
@t Annortok or at North Star, for f am 
Anxious to go to Upernavik at once on 
our return and he can be of much use 
to us. 

“There is likely to be much open wa- 
ter between you and Etah, so you had 
better send the trunk, the norwhal ont 
at least, if not further, as soon as you 
can. , 

“T have regretted many times that you 
; back, and on

St. Louis Health Department Not 
Interested in Bacteria’ in 


Atmosphere. 


Bacteriological assays of the air 
which. St. Louis breathes would be of 
no value in fighting or preventing dis- 
ease, according to Health Commissioner 
Bond. 

“T regard such tests as those made in 
Chicago, when it was discovered that- 
the air was much heavier than in Lon- 
don, as impractical,” said Dr. Bond, 
“None of the kind has ever been made 
here and are not contemplated. 

“It would be of little use to deter- 
mine whether a given space of air was 
laden with germs. The ‘shifting of the 
wind or a downpour of rain or snow 
might change the character of the air a 
dozen times a day. 

‘‘Aside from the inutility of these bac- 
teriological tests, the difficulty of mak- 
ing them is so great that we have never 
undertaken the experiment. it is neces- 
sary, for instance, to prepare a vacuum 
into which the ‘sample’ of air is to 
be contained. When the air is obtained 
it must be washed and its burden of 
bacteria and impurities precipitated. 
Then cultures have to be made. This is 
a long and tedious process,

. Cowherd is not personally responsible for 
a re of past Democratic administrations; nor 
for the offences of Democratic officers or leaders 
in thé past. He should not be held accountable 
for acts or offences in which he did not partici- 
pate. | 

He is not personally blamable if corrupt bosses 
or discredited leaders of his party choose to sup- 
port him; nor can he be held accountable for the 
bad records or bad characters of men who prefer 
him to Mr. Hadley. The fact that in his follow- 
ing are bad men, or men who represent interests 
inimical to the public interests should not be held 
as proof that he himself is bad, or represents 
lawless interests, or has evil purposes. He is not 
faiily chargeable with opinions other men may 
have of him or of his: probable official conduct. 
If these tests of fitness were applied to Mr. Had- 
ley or to any other candidate; if he were held re- 
sponsible for the acts of all his following, or the 
acts of his party leaders and party workers, he 
would suffer unjustly. 

But Mr. Cowherd, like Mr. Hadley, is respon- 
sible for his own attitude towards the acts of 
past party administrations; towards corrupt boss- 
ism; towards election frauds; towards lawless in- 
terests; towards the policies for which unworthy 
leaders of hia party stand; towards the influences 
in his own party which make for fraud and cor- 
ruption. 

Mr. Cowherd ought to realize that he is in a 
peculiar position. He is the first gubernatorial 
candidate of his party since the great battle waged 
within the patty between its good and ‘bad ele- 
ments for thé control of the party and through its 
control for thé control of the State government. 
The question at issue was that of redeeming the 
party and reforming the government, and under the 
leadership of Joseph W. Folk the forces of reform 
won a signal victory. They defeated the corrupt 
bosses who controlled elections by fraud and vio- 
lence; they defeated the discredited leaders’ who 
disgraced the party and betrayed the people by. 
alliances with the forces of greed and corruption; 
‘they drove out the boodle bosses and the looting: 
lobbyists. The people set the geal of their ap- 
‘proval on the Democratic reform victory by elect- 
ing Folk to the governorship and sending the 
candidates on hig ticket who opposed reform into 
political oblivion. 

Gov. Folk’s administration, with the aid of 
Democratié and Republican officers, one of whom 
is Mr. Cowherd’s opponent, and with the co- 
operation of Democratic and Republican legisla- 
tors realized progressive Democracy—the en- 
forcement of the law, the protection of the ballot 
box, the purification of the police force and its 
removal’ from intéfference with elections, the 
elimination of vicious social and moral conditions, 
the wiping out of the corrupt lobby, the smashing 
of boodle bossigm, the curbing of lawless cor- 
} porate greed, the prosecution of unlawful trusts 
and the enactment of legislation in the interest 
of the people. In short, the Folk reform adminis- 
tration reversed the offensive record of the old 
Democratic organization. 

Where does Mr. Cowherd stand as to these vital 
issues raised by Democratic reform elements and 
embodied in governmental policies? 

“Not holding him responsible for the attitude of

OF THE DISEASE 


Dr. W. T. Bull; Who Used 
Knife on Others, Objects 
to an Operation. 


NECK AFFECTED 





HIS 





Noted Surgeon Has Arranged 
His Affairs in Anticipation 
of Death. 





By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—After a career 
during which he has successfully com- 
batted cases that have placed his name 
high on the scroll of America’s most 
distfhguished surgeons, Dr. William T. 
Bull is hopelessly ill. He is stricken 
with a cancer on the neck. 

It had been his professional ambition— 
as it is that of surgeons the world over 
—to discover a cure for this most ter- 
rible of all maladies. His research anil 
experiments are terminated by the foe 
against which he has directed his en- 
ergies in the interest of others. The 
latest bulletin concerning the patient's 
condition is as follows: 

“Dr. Bull has undergone no recent 
change. His condition is serious and 
the chances of recovery are against 
him. ‘While he may possibly live for 
days or ultimately recover, such a 
prospect is slight. He has the best at- 
tention the country can provide.” 

It is said that for one of the few 
times in his life, Dr. Bull counsels 
against the use of the knife. which he 
employed with such skill and daring. 

Dizeane Was a Surprise. 

Discovery of the patient’s malady was 
no less a surprise to his professional 
brothers than to himself. He was spend- 
ing the summer in his Newport resi- 
dence, Dudley Place, when a slight 
swelling was observed on ‘his neck over 
a gland. It was little more ftBan a 
A minor operation wag per- 
formed and one of the surgéons, almost 
indifferently, took a specimen from the 
neck and sent it to a laboratory where 
Dr. Bull frequently had examinations 
made. 

Only a cursory. record was made of 
the specumen and probably no report 
would have been sought had Dr. Bull's 
attending surgeon not called at the lab- 
oratory, a few days later on another 
mission. 

“By the way, was anyehtion ever done 
with that specimen I sent from New- 
port?’’ the surgeon inquired. 

“Yes,”’ the attendant replied. ““Exam- 
ination showed that it came from a 
malignant cancerous growth.”’ 

The surgeon was dumfounded. In or- 
der to make the proof convincing a more 
minute examination was conducted. This 
corroborated the finding of the first. The 
operation in Newport was performed in 
July. Dr. Bull had been ailing for sev- 
eral months, a minor operation having 
been performed on his neck in April. 

Has Settied His Affairs, 

It was deemed advisable to tell Dr. 
‘Bull the result of the laboratory test. 
How long he has kept his secret may 
never he known. It was only a few 
days ago that he gave indirectly a re- 
port of his self-diagnosis. This report 
is contained in plans for the future of 
his wife. 

Dr. Bull deeded to her his one-haif 
interest in the Perry House, in New- 
port, and his interest in the Newport 
Opera House, adjoining. He also has 
given her Dudley Place, the famous 
country seat, where many brilliant en- 
tertainments have been held. Dr. Bull's

this summer. 

Mme. Nordica, a yearly visitor, was 
prevented from enjoying the hospitality 
of Dr.. Bull and his wife last month be- 
cause of the patient's condition. 

Telegrams sent last night from New- 
port by James G. Blaine III, son of 
Mrs. Bull, said that it was feared Dr.
